Divide the players into two side* 
and arrange them in two lines facing 
each other.

those yea's it has been the practice 
in selecting the various committees of 
the convention, like permanent organ 
Izatlon, credentials, rules and platform 
for the delegates of each congressional 
district to select the committeemen 
for those committees, subject to sp 
proval by the state committeemen of 
the i ongresHionai districts, and these 
committeemen are thereupon accepted 
bv tile convention 
After Colonel Roosevelt’* victory no 
delegate ^presenting the old guard 
was perruitetd to offer the resolutions 
calling fur the appointment of these 
committees.
